the 1936 Act, which would otherwise expire 
on September 30th next. He stated that he 
was not at present able to give an indication 
of a more permanent policy. The qtablshed 
cast of the extension would be £500,000. To 
allow the 1934 Act to lapse would have an 
immediate and disastrous effect on the pro. 


scheme. 

Mr. T. Johnston (Lab.) weleomed the con 
tinuance of the subsidised milk scheme for 
children in schools, but said that he found it 
are atom, Sh difficult to describe in language 
that would be within the rules of the House 
the criminal! policy of organised high prices. 


INFLATED PRICES 


The milk scheme at present was organised 
deliberately to inflate prices to the poor con. 
sumer and to subsidise a non-economic price 
to wealthy manufacturers. 

He asked the Government on what grounds 
they charged mothers and babies in the dis. 
tressed areas and elsewhere two shillings a 
gallon for milk ‘when “they agreed that it was 
necessary on health grounds to enable chil- 
dren from the ages of five to fourteen years 
to have their milk at one shilling’a gallon. 

‘‘Irtsh tactics should be adopted to draw 
public attention to the greatest scandal of 
our time,” he declared, Farmers were in 
distress because they could not sell. their 
milk; the poor were in distress because they 
could not buy it, and the Government were 
ae their utmost to divert the liquid milk 
supply into manufacturing processes, 


PERPETUATING HUNGER 


His party would not vote against the 
resolution, but he hoped this would be the 
last occasion on which the Minister would 
try to defend a system which perpetuated 
hunger and starvation in the midst of plenty. 
If he did so again, he (Mr. Johnston) hoped 
that it would be met with hoots of derision 
and the most strenuous opposition. 

Sir Francis Acland (Liberal) deplored the 
continued inabil-ty of the ' powers that be ”' 
connected with the milk industry to find a 
means of getting more liquid milk consumed 
at a price that would be snafficiently remu- 
nerative to the farmers to take mi'k off the 
list of factory products. 

Mr. Croom-Johnson (Conservative) urged 
the desirability of increasing the consumption 
of liquid milk, ont only by children, but 
by adults, who he thought did not drink 
half enough of it. In the course of repeated 
visits to the United States he/had been 
struck by tlie health and size of-young people 
of ail classes in the schools, and he was 
satisfied that that arose frem the excellent 
supply of liquid milk that was available at 
almost every place one went to. 


PASTEURISATION 


Mrs. Tate (Conservative) said that it was 
time that a really impartial inqniry was: held 
as to the relative value of pasteurised and 
unpasteurised milk all over the country. Milk 
wes served in an unappetising way, and they 
stould spend more money in advertising the 
right method of serving it. 

Mr, Quibell (Labour) said that he had had 
experience as a manager of a dairy and he 
had come to the conclusion that it was very 
doubtful what the advantages: of pasteurisa- 
tion were. He believed that its great use 
was for the purpose of taking out dirt that 
ought never to be in the milk. 

Mr. Morrison, Minister of Agriculture, in 
replying to the debate. said a great deal of 
the difficulty connected with the disparity 
of milk prices arose from the fact that they 
imported large quantities of milk products 
at low prices. That made their milk pro- 
blem different from that of any other coun- 
try. Taking milk and all milk products to- 
gether the charge in that country was ex- 
tremely low. Liquid milk was sold in Sweden 
at three halfpence because more was charged 
there for their butter and cheese. If liquid 
milk was sold in Great Britain at the same 
price the consumers of butter would have to 
pay eleven million pounds a ‘ear more.

SYNTHETIC PETROL 
INDUSTRY 


FORECAST BY SOUTH 
AFRICAN. MINISTER

: CAPE TOWN, Monday. 


A national. petrol industry for South 
Africa, with. a. public. utility. company 
engaged in producing petrol from coal, was 
foreshadowed in a recent speech at Maritz- 
burg by Mr. Oswald Pirow, Union 
Minister of Railways and’ Defence. 

He declared that the proposal had been 

put forward by ‘semi-State interests, 
‘ supported. by . some. very. responsible 
people, indeed.’’ i 
Mr. Pirow was replying to the oil com- 
panies, who have threatened to raise the 
cost of petrol by another penny unless the 
railways reduce their petrol freight 
charges. Last’ year the Government 
sacrificed’ £500,000 by taking a penny off 
its Customs charges: on petrol, but the 
companies failed to pass the benefit on to 
the consumers. Tney said that they had 
been selling at such a loss before that a 
penny made little difference to’their posi- 
tion, and asked for more. 
In his speech the Minister declared that 
he was confident that a synthetic petrol 
industry could produce nearly half the 
country’s requirements at the present price 
of petrol, so that even if the oil com- 
panies rétained: the: ‘greaten| part of the 
market they would be forced by competi- 
tion to reduce their prices to the lowest 
level. South Africa has no natural oil 
resources, and geologists hold out no hope 
that any will ever be found.

o clock to-night on her maiden survey flight across the North 
At the last moment there was a change in the 


personnel of the crew, and Wireless Operator J. H. A. Lewis was 


replaced by Mr. Thomas Valette, 
the Marconi Company. 


I understand that the change 


a radio engineer who was with 


was made as Mr. Valette has 


done a considerable amount of research work in connection with 
the new direction-finding apparatus which is fitted to the Caledonia. 


Although rain fell heavily here for most of the day, the weather 
reports received at the Meteorological Station were good, and pro- 
mised fair weather for, at the least, the first 500 miles of the flight. 


It was still raining when Mr. de Valera and officials, including 
Mr. A. Gauge, the man who designed the Caledonia and all her 


sister ships of the Empire class, arrived. 


With Mr. Sean Lemass, 


Minister for Industry and Commerce, they went out to the Cale- 


donia and inspected it. 


When they returned ashore they bade the pilot and the crew 


God-speed. 


The Mayor of Limerick, Mr. Daniel Bourke, handed 


cigarette cases, inscribed with the Limerick Arms, to the crew as 
they stepped into the launch which took them off to their flying boat. 


LEAVING THE WATER 


——— 


The crew was aboard over an hour 
making final adjustments before the moor- 
ings were cast off, first the starboard, then 
the port. The engines roared into life, 
and the 20-ton flying boat moved slowly 
down the channel between the mainland 
and Foynes Island. As it passed the 
quayside a cheer broke from the great 
crowd which the occasion had attracted, 
not only from all over the county, b=: 
from Dublin as well. 

The American Minister, Mr. Alvin. M. 
Owsley, and the Legation Secretary, Mr. 
George Armstrong, were among those who 
arrived just in time to see the Caledonia, 
followed by a small fleet of launches, 
with Mr. de Valera and his son Vivion 
on board- one of them. ss into the 
choppy water and the main channel. 

Suddenly the note of the engines 
changed into a terrific roar as the full

power of their 3,600 horse power caine 
into action. Spray dashed over the great 
114 foot span of the wings as the flying 
boat ploughed forward, Just forty 
seconds after the throttle was opened 
the Caledonia left the water, and its | 
Atlantic flight had begun. 


For a few minutes Captain Wilcockson 
“ship ’’ at about 50 feet above 
the water, then he climbed a little, and 
we watched the aircraft gradually become 
smaller and smaller, until it disappeared 
westwards towards Kerry Head and the 
Atlantic. 

Before the Caledonia had left the water 
a radio flash from Port Botwood told 
us that the Pan-American Airways 
Sikorsky Clipper would leave Port Bot- 
wood for Foynes at 11.25 (Irish time). 
It should be here about noon to-morrow, 
and the Caledonia should arrive at Port 
Botwood at about the same time. 


MAKING GOOD PROGRESS 


After the Caledonia has reached Bot- 
wood—a distance of just under two 
thousand miles—she will proceed to Mon 
treal and then visit New York, a total 
distance of 3,223 miles. 

The Caiedonia changed to short wave 
at 9.15 p.m., and:-a message was received 
indicating that she was making good pro- 
gress. Signals came through at good 
strength. 


THE CAPTAIN’S FLANS 


After making tests of taxi-ing the air- 
craft over the Shannon this morning 
without taking it off the water, Captain , 
Wilcockson and his navigator, First Officer 
Bowes, came ashore, and just before going 
in to the conference to decide on to-night's 
take-off they told me something of their 
plans for navigating the Caledonia across 
the Atlantic. 

‘We shall fly a rhumb line course, 
instead of the usual great circle route,” 
said Captain Wileockson, “ Actually it is 
about thirty miles longer, but we think it 
is easier, because the great circle course 
means eight or nine alterations of course. 
During the night we shall set out on a 
compass course of 264 degrees magnetic, 
and as we fly westwards adjustments will 
be made to compensate for the change in 
the magnetic variation from true north, 
and at the end of the journey our course 
should be about 234 degrees magnetic. 


THE CROSSING 


Hitherto most of the trans-Atlantic 
flichts have been made along the great 
circle course, and the decision to fly on. a 
rhumb line is important, since this 1s the 
first really scientific survey flight that has 
been made across the North Atlantic 


Ocean.

The Pan-American Airways flying-boat 
arrived here on Saturday night from Port 
Washing, Long Island. With a cruising 
x hy of 163 m.p.h. and moderate weather, 
she expects to make the 1,993 miles’ cross- 
ing in about: twelve hours, arriving at 
Foynes Harbour, Ivish Free State, by 
10.30 a.m. to-morrow. _ 

The weather was bright and warm, and 
it was still daylight when the giant 'plane 
disappeared in the East. She was re- 
fuelled this morning with 2,300 gallons 
of petrol, and thoroughly oveviititen for 
the flight shortly before she took off. 

Fishermen along the coast, lumbermen 
who are clearing the ground for New- 
foundland’s airport, and ground engineers 
here are following the progress of her 
flight with the keenest interest, All going 
well, she should stay in Ireland one day 
before flying on to Southampton to prepare 
for the return journey, 

Meanwhile this isolated spot, 150 miles 
north-west of St. John’s, is eagerly await- 
ing the arrival of the Imperial Airways 
flying-boat Caledonia, which left Foynes 
Harbour to-day at 7.57 p.m. (B.S.T.), 
and is expected here at about 11 a.m. 
(B.S.T ) to-morrow. 

The flights of the Pan-American Clipper 
and of Caledonia to-day are the fore- 
runners of a regular two-way commercial 
service across the North Atiantic.

cs week-end has given time for 

quiet reflection over the Spanish 
problem, and, as the policy of non- 
intervention still is adhered to on all 
sides, the search for a solution is 
being actively pursued, Reuter learns. 


The British Government, it is under- 
stood, still consider the Anglo-French pro- 
posals for filling the gap in the contol 
scheme the best available, and are con- 
fident of world-wide support. Their 
opposition to the German-Italian plan of 
granting belligerent rights is unchanged. 


A SUGGESTION 
M. Corbin, the French Ambassador, 


who spent the week-end in Paris, is ex- 
pected in London, and will shortly inform 
Mr. Eden of the latest views held by the 
French Government, One suggestion 
which may be examined is that of placing 
observers in Spanish ports with the right 
of inspecting cargoes imported in Spanish 
as well as in foreign ships. So far failure 
to obtain the consent of the two parties 
in Spain has prevented the conclusion of 
such an arrangement. 

Meanwhile, the allegation made in 
German circles that by not recognising 
belligerent rights Britain and France are 
denying General Franco the advantage to 
which his naval superiority entitles him 
is refuted in London. 

It is pointed out that the object of the 
control is to prevent the supply of arms to 
Spain. If General Franco were able to 
commandeer Spanish Government mer- 
chant ships and use them for importing 
his own supplies while Valencia remains 
with her hands tied along the French 
frontier, the scales would be too heavily 
weighed in favour of the insurgents. 


BELLIGERENT RIGHTS 


The British Government would un- 
doubtedly be more inclined to take up 
the question of granting belligerent rights 
if volunteers were withdrawn and the war 
reduced to a struggle between Spaniards. 

In this connection the Reuter 1eport 
taken from the Diario de Burgos that 
General Franco woul.! not object to the 
withdrawal of volunteers 
conditions is looked on in London as a 
sign that possibly the insurgents would 
like to be less dependent on foreign sup- 

rt. 

Attention also is drawn to the Portu- 
guese broadcast, in which the German- 
Italian proposals were criticised as a move 
intended to prevent Genera! Franco from 
turning towards Britain and France. 

There are indications that Italian policy 
has been aimed recently at identifying the 
two Western democracies with the “ Red ”’ 
element in the Spanish Government. If 
this policy had any chance of universal 
acceptance, the result would be to discredit 
France and Britain and strengthen the 
Italian position in the Mediterranean as 
the champions of orderly government. 

Nevertheless, Great Britain has been 
able to maintain close touch with General 
Franco through the Commercial Secretary 
of the Embassy at Hendaye, Mr. Pack, 
and the permission granted to British 
miners to return to the Orconora iron 
works, near Bilbao, shows that the British 
policy of non-intervention need not inter- 
fere with her commercial interests. 


VON NEURATH 


The British Ambassador, Sir Nevile 
Henderson, visited the Foreign Office yes- 
terday morning, and had a conversation 
with Baron von Neurath, the German 
Foreign Minister, says a Reuter Berlin 
telegrain. 

It may be assumed that the forthcoming 
full session of the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee, and the possibility of attaining 
some agreement thereat, formed the main 
subject of the conversation, as the British 
Ambassador visited Baron von Neurath on 
Thursday afternoon last week, on the eve 
of Friday’s London meeting, to urge that 
Germany should make some constructive 
proposal to the Non-Intervention Sub- 
Committee.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT TO 


ACT WITH RED CEOSS 


The British Government are collaborat- 
ing with the International Red Cross 
Society in a scheme to evacuate a number 
of non-combatants of non-military age 
from Madrid. The scheme is being ar- 
ranged by Dr. Junod, of the Inter- 
national Red Cross Society. 

It is hoped that arrangements may be 
made to evacuate from Madrid those non- 
combatants who have relatives or friends 
in countries abroad willing and able to 
support them. 

The Red Cross Society already has re- 
ceived promises regarding about four 
thousand people, and in addition it is 
understood that there are about four or 
five thousand more people who have 
sheltered in the Foreign Embassies and 
Legations in Madrid, and whom it is hoped 
to help. Most of them are women and 
children. 

Dr. Junod is at present engaged in try- 
ing to overcome transport difficulties from 
Madrid to Valencia. At Valencia the

BOY KILLED: PRIEST AND 
OTHER MAN INJURED

AKNMAGH, Monday. 

At Middletown this evening Mr, J. Anuer 
son, Coroner, and a jury held an inquest ou 
William McAree (17), labourer, Coolkill, who 
was killed yesterday in a collision between a 
motor cycle ridden by him and a motor car 
driven by the Very Kev.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—Recent questions in the House of 
Commons have almost daily called atten- 
tion to the present rise in building costs, 
and have shown anxiety about the possible 
effect upon the great social service of 


‘assisted house-building. . This anxiety is 


well founded, because the building 
industry is, in the economic sense, a 
sortable key industry. 

It is interesting to observe, proceeds 
The Times, what a difference is caused by 
the cessation of a glut in supplies». In 
Scotland, where the pressure upon the 
industry is even more severe, the rise in 
the cost of a house between June, 1936, 
and June, 1937, has been, roughly, £100, 
no less than £60 of which is due, accord- 
ing to Mr. Elliot, to the fact that con- 
tractors are quoting higher and higher 
because they de not want the business. 
The question arises whether this increase 
is due to profiteering, but nu unqualified 
answer can be given. The principal 
materials used in building are bricks, 
timber, steel, copper, lead and zinc. 
The base metals enter very little 
into the cost of a house, and in any 
case their prices are quite outside British 
control. Stee] is an important element 
only in industria] construction or in larger 
tenement buildings. and though com- 
plaints of a lack of supplies fer steel users 
are justifiably increasing, and have just 
resulted in a substantia! reduction in the 
import duties on certain classes of steel, 
the cost of steel in the kind of house now 
being considered is negligible. 

The cost of timber is important, and the 
rise in this material accounts for over 60 
per cent, of the mncrease in the cost of al! 
materials, but here again the price is out: 
side British control, and the producers 
abroad and in the Dominions have passed 


‘fethrough sach hard times that they are not 


to be blamed for taking a modest share 
in the revived prosperity of primary pro- 
ducers. . The price of bricks, which are 
mainly a home-produced article, has risen 
very little: It seems clear, therefore, that 
efforts to keep doww prices should: be con- 
centrated upon reducing the greatly in- 
creased margin for contingencies now 
demanded by contractors, and it will be 
noted that this margin represents much 
more than. half the total increase in the 
cost of a house.

The Queen pleased the vast 
crowds, particularly when she refused to 
allow pouring rain to prevent her inspecting 
the 2nd Battalion of the Black Watch, oi 
which she is Colonel-in-Chief. 

The rain held off for the drive through the 
city, but the bad weather did not damp the 
crowd’s enthusiasm. © An incident which soon 
won -all hearts occurred as the Queen walked 
with the King from Holyrood Palace to take 
the.salute at a march past. | 

Eighty-four years old ex-Sergeant George 
Alexander—a. veteran of the '“wet review, ' 
a parade which Queen Victoria held in 1881, 
when everyone was drenched m rain—shouted 
to her: “ Ah, you're a bonny lassie.” 

The Queen went and spoke to him, and 
then the old man was heard tu say in aloud 
voice, “I'd like to have courted you myself.” 
The Queen joined in the crowd’s laughter. 

While the Queen was inspecting the Black 
Watch, the King, accompanied by the Duke 
and Duchess of Buccleuch, went for a walk 
along the side of Salisbury Crag in the ruin. 
Few people recognised him, and when he 
reached the top of Arthur’s Seat, the hill 
which dominates Edinburgh, he stood for 
some time admiring the magnificent vista. 

Before a dinner party at Holyrood last 
night the King knighted the Lord Provost 
of Edinburgh, Mr. Louis Gumley, who was 
among those who received the Royal Party 
when they reached Prince’s Street Station 
in the morning. 

Something of the picturesque ceremonial 
which will mark the visit of the King and 
Queen to Scotland was seen soon after they 
arrived when the King reviewed the Royal! 
Company of Archers, His Majesty’s Body- 
guard of Scotland, in the gardens of Holy. 


Twenty archers, who number among them 
nobles of Scotland, presented the reddendo, 
a gift of three barbed arrows on a cushion, 
which the archers give to their Sovereign 
according to their ancient charter.

NEED FOR FURTHER 


RESEARCH 


In 1933, says the Journal of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, a series of pasture 
manurial experiments was laid down mainly 
on peaty soils, with the object of comparing 
Clare phosphate from a new seam with 
North African mineral phosphate as a source 
of phosphates for top-dressing pastures. The 
Clare phosphate was applred at the rate of 
10 cwt. per statute acre, and the North 


‘African mineral phosphate at the rate of 


8 cwt. per statute acre, at 138 centres, 

The plots were kept under observation 
during 1933 and 1934, and the results noted 
were published in the Department’s Journal, 
Volume XXXITI., Nos. 1 and 2, 

Durmg the season 1935, these plots were 
again kept under observation, and reports on 
the appearance of the plots during the year 
and up to the close of the grazing period, 
were received from 112 centres (the plots at 
the remainmg 26 centres having been 

loughed up). At 98 of these centres the 
Kort African mineral phosphate produced 
a considerable improvement in the quality 
and quantrty of the herbage. In practically 
every case the increase of cloves and finer 
grasses was a striking feature, At ten other 
centres the improvement was described as 
fair, and at three of the four remainmg 
centres a slight improvement was noticeable, 
whilst at one centre no change in the appear 
ance of the plot was noticeable. 

Of the plots dressed with Clare phosphate, 
a considerable improvement in. the quality 
and yquantity of the herbage—quite equal 
to that produced by the North African 
mineral phosphate—was reported from 
thirteen centres. At 21 other centres a fair 
improvement in the general appearance of 
the pasture was note At 31 additional 
centres only a slight improvement in the 
appearance of the pasture, as compared with 
the control plots, was reported, There was 
no evidence of improvement in the plots 
dressed with Clare phosphate as compared 
with the controls at the remaining 47 centres.

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WANTED TO KILL WIFE 
FIRST

BUTLER WHO SHOT 
HIMSELF 


A woman who saw her husband shoot him. 
self, after he had talked of killing her first, 
told a Coroner yesterday of the ordeal 
through which she had passed. 

At the Windsor inquest on Robert Alli- 
son (40), butler to Sir George Mitcheson, 
M.P. for, West St. Pancras, London, who 
shot himself on Burnham Beeches __ golf 
course, a verdict was returned that Allison 
died from gunshot wounds, and that he 
killed himself while the balance of his mind 
was disturbed. 

Mrs. Maureen Allison said that her hus- 
band on Friday gave her £5 6s.—his Army 
pension, which he had just drawn. He was 
very upset, and began to cry. He said he 
was going to take his life, as he was fed up. 
He went upstairs and fetched a sisted; 
loaded it in front of her, and said that he 
was sorry he was doing it but that it had 
to be done. He suggested that he should 
shoot her first and then shoot himself, but 
she protested and did her best to try to 
persuade him not to do it. Through a gap 
in the hedge he went on to the golf course, 
and there in her sight shot himself. She did 
not know why he had been depressed of 
late, but he had had a little trouble with Sir 
George. 

Sir George Mitcheson said that a few 
weeks ago he had occasion to speak to Alli- 
son because there was a matter of £3 10s, 
in the accounts which he could not account 
for. Allison said that he lost the money 
wa'king across the golf course, but witness 
did not believe that story. 7 

That morning he received a letter from á 
firm of wine merchants, enclosing a bill for 
£45 135s. for spirits delivered during the past 
few months. It looked as if Allison had 
drunk this large amount, which he had not 
paid for, but had put down to witness’s ac- 
count. 


Twenty-six years ago John Thomas Hall, 
a 17-year-old-tiiner, was buried under a fall 
of roof at Triydail Colliery, Carmarthenshire. 
His stomach was forced towards his chest 
and his heart was pushea to the right side 
of his body. For years he was able to do 
light work and then, at the age of 43, he 
died. At the Swansea inquest, where this 
story was told, death was attributed to slow 
strangulation of the vessels of the stomach. 
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
